Some con- 
tend that this superstition began 
with the Greek and Roman custom 
of mixing salt with their sacrificial 
rr-.k''- They considered salt as an 
element and a necessary concomi- 
tant «( tteaanttOee. and not a mere 
adjmet Tbereftm. it isnt strange 
that pagans thought of salt as an 
emblem of redemptive power. 

The custom of throwing spilled ' 
salt over one's left shoulder is trace- 
able to the belief that evil spirits ; 
congregated on the left side of a I 
man^s body and salt would render 



the thrower immune. The concep- 
tion that it is seven years' bad luck 
to break a mirror goes back to the 
ancient days when mirrors were im- 
plements of dtvinatoo. To break one 
was disaatraas, beeauae It was the 
destnietiaa of the means of knowing 
the will of the gods. Physkdans dip- 
ped the mirror in water and reflect- 
ed the images of sick persons. From 
his distorted appearance in the wet 
::l..ss. they presumed hLs future con- 
rii'ioii How many predict inns went 
wrcjnu Ironi this ineans of proynosti- 
c:ition weren't put on reenrd. 

Seven years were attatlied to the 
superstition because it took seven 
years to aocumulate enough money 
to pay for anothe r nnirrqr. during 
which the gods reasatned provoked.

It i.sn't certain 
how the belief originated, hut it is

ing m s tiath : it'nificd that tlie gods 
wrrr displeased with the prospective 
journey If a per.snn failed to heed 
this divine admonition, the gods' 
wrath would be incurred. 

Sneezes with the accompanying 
"Ood Mess you" or "Oesundbeit" 
started when primitive people re- 
garded a person's breath as identical 
with his soul or spbit It is believed 
that some people thotieht the spirit 
to he Ir.nini; the l)n(ly dui'liif; this 
paroxysm known as the sneeze. The 
words "God bless you" originated in 
the fo:m of a hastily uttered prayer 
in order that the kiss of soul aalgbt 
be prevented.
